Getting rid of refundable 
botdes accumulated over the 
summer will help the NOTL 
Air Cadets spruce up their 
new home. 

Scott Ruttan, chairman of 
the cadets’ sponsoring com¬ 
mittee—his job is to raise 
funds to offset costs—says 
their bottle drive last January 
was such a success, people 
have been asking for a 
repeat. 

Picking up bottles for 
recycling helps cadets and 
residents, he says. 

But this fundraiser comes 
at a time when the cadets 
could use a little extra help. 
After decades of meeting at 


the Platoff Street community 
centre, when the cadets 
resume this September they 
will have their own hall—the 
former Virgil firehall at the 
comer of Lorraine Street 

Ruttan said when he saw 
the plans for the new com¬ 
munity centre, he realized it 
just wasn’t going to work for 
the cadets. 

They would have had 
access to the main hall for 
their meetings, but no office 
space where they could safe¬ 
ly store their paperwork and 
equipment, both of which 
are the property of the 
Department of National 
Defence and must be kept 
under lock and key. 

While driving by the old 
Virgil firehall, he decided 
that would make the perfect 
location for the cadets. And 
when he approached Fire 
Chief Ken Eden, he discov¬ 
ered it was going to work out. 

“The fire chief was very 
helpful and supportive right 
from the start,” he said. “He 


thought it was a good use for 
this building.” 

The plan for fire depart¬ 
ment staff to use the building 
is on hold for now, but if and 
when that time comes, 
Ruttan says he believes the 
cadets will still be able to 
share the space. Meanwhile, 
with a three-year lease, he 
and other parents have been 
putting up walls to divide the 
upstairs area, creating office 
and training rooms. 

Money raised from the 
bottle drive will help with 
renovations and also offset 
costs of a March Break trip. 

Ruttan is excited about 
having the new space tailor- 
made to suit the cadets’ 
needs, and about the loca¬ 
tion, which he hopes will 
attract new members. 

Meetings will be held 
Wednesdays, from 6:30 to 9 
p.m., and a welcome barbe¬ 
cue will be held at the first 
meeting, Sept. 15. Anyone 
interested in joining is wel¬ 
come to attend, says Ruttan.

Old Town business owner hopes to be deputy mayor 


> Council’s lack of 
foresight and 
accountability 
prompt bid for seat. 


Peter Lootsma is hoping to 
win a council seat in the Oct. 
25 election. 

But that's not enough for 
the Queen Street store 
owner—he wants to be 
deputy mayor, which means 
winning the largest number 
of votes of the eight council 


A father, grandfather, hus¬ 
band and owner of the Name 
Tree on King Street, Lootsma 
says he has “withstood the 
many tribulations” of past 
years, including West Nile 
fears, SARS, 9/11 and border 
issues, combined with an 


ability of the current council, 
and after years of criticizing it, 
says it’s time to stop watching 
and do something about it 

“Tve watched this town go 
from being a very positive, 
well-run organization to what 
it is today. I believe you either 
stand up or shut up” he says. 

Lootsma admits to being 
outspoken. "I tell it like it is.” 

That includes watching 
council violate bylaws and 
allow 20 Bees Winery to go 
ahead, ultimately, he says, 
“resulting in the loss of liveli¬ 
hood for 20 farmers and 60 
employees.” 

He watched as the only 
local fruit-processing plant 
closed, as an $11 million con¬ 
tingency fund disappeared 
and debt emerged, he says, as 
one public school—with two 
more to come when the new 
one opens—and the only 
high school in town closed. 

He watched as his business 
taxes increased over 400 per 


cent in the 17 years he has 
lived and worked in NOIL, 
and as his property taxes 
increased year after year. 

He watched, he says, “as 
council allowed a project that 
would potentially infuse $60 
million into our region slip 
through their Angers.” 

He watched with fright, he 
said, “as our town of 14,000 
became the road death capi¬ 


tal of Ontario.” 

He says he watched as 
town project after town proj¬ 
ect went over budget and as 
the Town of NOIL stopped 
being responsible to its 
shareholders, the citizens. 

Lootsma wants a council 
that is proactive, and wants to 
ensure the accountability and 
viability of the operation of 
the town, he says. 


“I think I'm the first Old 
Town business person to run, 
at least in the last decade. 
That’s not the only reason I’m 
running but I believe the Old 
Town does need representa¬ 
tion, which we haven’t had 
since the ward system.”

n Tuesday, the first day of 
school, the Niagara Regional 
Police Service conducted its 
annual All Hands on Deck exercise, 
with a goal of reminding drivers 
throughout the region to drive safely 
and obey speed limits through 
school zones. 

Of 479 vehicles stopped, 344 were 
issued tickets for speeding, cell 
phone, seatbelt or child safety 
restraint violations, or given warn¬ 
ings. Four drivers were arrested, one 
for passing a car in a school zone, 
travelling 109 kilometres an hour in 
a posted 50 kilometres an hour

When she sits down with a 
patient in an office at the 
NOTL hospital, she has their 


medical records before her. 
She also asks that they bring 
any medication they take 
with them—prescription or 
non-prescription. 

She can help determine 
whether a patient is taking 
the appropriate medication, 
the right dosage, whether 
there are issues with interac¬ 
tion of drugs or side effects, 
or simply review medica¬ 
tions to ensure patients 
understand what they are 
taking and why. 

Sometimes, she says, peo¬ 
ple have been on a medica¬ 
tion for so long they can’t 
remember why they're tak¬ 
ing it or what it’s supposed to 
do. 

And although she says 
most people know her as Lisa 
from Simpson’s Pharmacy, 


“one day a week I’m working 
for the family health team as 
a pharmacist. It doesn't mat¬ 
ter where people get their 
prescriptions filled. I have 
their doctor’s records in front 
of me and any information 
that comes from that 
appointment becomes part 
of those records to better 
help the patient.” 

Simpson, who has been 
working with the family 
health team since March, 
says she is finding it extreme¬ 
ly rewarding to have the time 
to sit down with a patient and 
have a private conversation 
with them about their health 
in relation to any drugs they 
may be taking. 

“Things come up that 
wouldn’t necessarily be dis¬ 
cussed in a retail setting,” she 


"It's good to be able to 
focus on clinical and med¬ 
ical issues with patients 
rather than drug plans or 
availability. It’s getting back 
to the roots of why I wanted 
to do this in the first place.” 

It’s also a good example of 
the value of a family health 
team, she says. 

"It’s a collaborative model 
of health care professionals 
working closely with one 
another to provide the best 
patient care, and it’s really 
exciting to be part of it.” 

Simpson is at the hospital 
Wednesdays from 8:30 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. Patients can ask 
their physician for a referral, 
or book their own appoint¬ 
ment by calling 905-468- 
9189, ext 2.

Niagara Region is initiating a Class 
Environmental Assessment (EA) study for the 
Glendale Community area. The study area is 
bounded approximately by the Welland Canal, 
Queenston Road, Four Mile Creek Road, and 
Mountain Road, as shown on the map below, 
and includes interchanges between Glendale 
Avenue, the Queen Elizabeth Way, and Highway 
405.
